BSSIND continuing diplomatic activity and the ap- 
pearance of activity regarding an interim agree- 
ment between Israel and Egypt, there lies a corpse. 
For the fact is that the manner in which the proposal 
was pursued; principally by the U.S., has undermined 
whatever chances it had of belng realized. 

There are already those in Israel who, desirous of 
avoiding resumed hostilities; and aware that a genuine 
peace agreement is not possible, are pondering new 
ways by which some kind of modus vivendi — between 
war and peace — might be established with Cairo.

MRS. WALLOP by Peter De Vries. London, Victor Gollancz.

“ME. Wallop” doesn't pack one, 
and the reasons are obvious, 
Thia is the kind of novel which, 
whether publishers like it or not, 
[5 classed as “summer reading.” 
The plot is restrained farce, the 
humour ts gentle, and the tone Is 
mild, so mild as to become some- 
thing’ of an irritant. 


In this, his twelfth book, De 
‘Vries has concocted a first-person 
narrative of a woman who twice 
has found therself a character in 
other people's novels. First she 

as a nosy old do-gooder 
in a book by her former hoarder, 
a Thomas Wolfe-type who has made 
ἃ sensation with his kunstlerroman 
("prowilng the million-footed city”). 
Then she appeared as the smother- 
ing mother in her gon’s novella, a 
watered-down Portnoyle memoir 
which is inserted in the middle of 
this book. 


The idea of telling the story of 
an Hliza Gant or a Sophie Portnoy 
suffering from literary post-mortem 
ba one, but De Vries doesn’t 
do much with it. First off, Emma 
Wallop js a gray-haired Midwestern- 
er, and she lacks the wit, the 
flavour, the drive of the literary 
mamas mentioned above. Thus, in- 
stead of moving a plot along, she 
spends most of her time” making 
easy—and frequently bad — joker, 
and sniping at such much-punetured 
targets as Amerlean advertising, tele- 
vision, avant-garde literature and 
movies, and Hippies (they resemble 
early Christians, and should he 
thrown to the lNons —ha ha). 


Also weakening is the unilkely 
fact that the dland Mrs, Wallop 
has been written up not once, but 
twice. But there 15 Uttle relation- 
ship between the two portraits, and 
none in Mrs. Wallop's reactions ‘to 
them. She never reads the first 
book through, eo she really can’t 
tell ua too much about it. Thus, 
the first half of her story is quite 
static, except for an occasional 
pratfall. She then reproduces the 
second tale for us, and thereafter 
commences 8, fanciful journey which 
ends ἐπ her producing the film ver- 
slon of her son's book. 

The only Ukely thing here is 
that De Vries could not decide what 
this book was about. He starts too 
much and resolves none of it. And, 
of course, De Vries must take the 
blame for all of ‘his character's 
flaws— her lack of wit and colour, 
and her crotchety wlews. For De 
Vries shows too ‘little control of 
hig narrator's voice to prevent hin 
own from coming through, and the 
results ‘prove that he js aa much 
Emma Wallop as Flaubert confess- 
ed to helng Emma Bovary. 

Just listen to Mrs. Wallop canp- 
Ing about modern llterature: 
“Shucks, son, you don’t have to 
empty 8 bucket of slops on my 
head... to show ‘me that Ife can 
be nasty. Just tear up my ticket 
to the garden show and blow the 
pieces in my face’ll do it.” 

The reply to the Nterature under 
attack is the kind of book De 
Vries produces. And iit has the im- 
pact of a garden show ‘and should 
last about as long.

4 The building: worthwhile exp 


HE outstanding architectural 
fact about the new Jeru- 
salem Theatre is the enornous 
visual impact is has made on 
the city townscape. Situated in 
the largely residential Talbieh 
ter, the vast bulk of this 
monumental building towers 
above its neighbours — which 
include the President's new_ of- 
ficial residence and- Miles Sher- 
over's own house—and physically 
dominates the area. 


In front of the building is a 
large, open, stone paved piazza, 
which is delineated by terraces 
on the south and west (unfor:u- 
nately sepia surfaced). It is 
also the base of the external 
sculpture, and a forecourt to the 
theatre. 


The plan is roughly symmet- 
rical and kite-shaped. The main 
auditorium is located on the 
north-south centre-line, and sur- 
rounded on three sides by foyers 
and circulation areas. Beyond 
these are ancillary spaces and 
minor halls, along the east and 
west sides (the west side is yet 
to be built, and will comprise a 
amaller hall seating about 300.) 
The stage itself, with its back- 
stage and side-wing areas is at 
the very heart of the total plan, 
occupying an area of over 1,000 
square metres, There is a single- 
story low administrative wing at 
right angles to the main axis, 
extending to the east. 


ELEVATIONS | 


The elevations are dominated 
by the 22-metre-high central stage 
fy tower, which rises some 12 
metres above the rest of the 
building. In a sense, it is a reé- 

tition of. the age-old architec- 
ural problem of how to deal 
with a central dome, which is 
surrounded by side aisles and

apses. The lower parts of the 
building which surround the 
dome cut off the dome’s lower 
portions from the approaching 
observer's eye. As the observer 
approaches closer and closer, the 
dome is more and more cut off, 
until it disappears. 

By dividing the large bulk of 
the building vertically into smal- 
ler sections, the architect has 
created manageable volumes and 
tried to reduce the building to a 
human scale. 

A valiant experiment to find 
a new expression in the use of 
the traditional stone-clad build- 
ing has been made here. it is 
not a singing, soaring building, 
but rather one which sits on the 
side of the hill solid, brooding. 
and forbidding. Its fortress air 
is caused by blind, unpunctuated 
walls, which close it off from. 
its surroundings, except for its 
voracious main entrance mouth, 
which alternately swallows and 
spews forth the multitudes. How- 
ever, better this by far than the 
box shape of the Binyancl Ha'oo- 
ma, which dominates the Jeru- 
salem skyline with its vast square 
volume. 


SCALE SCULPTURE 
Another major experiment 


in 
Jerusalem is the use of sculpture 
in architecture on a truly build- 
ing seed scale, 

here are three items of ab- 


stract sculpture, all in exposed 
concrete, straight off its form, 
with some components in mild 
steel. 

The first item is placed on the 
edge of the outside piazza. The 
second is, in effect, the com- 
plete wall above the main en- 
trance, some 12m. high and 20m.

apartment house). The third is
